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REMARKS 

Claims 1-5 and 11-14 were pending in the application. Claims 1-5 and 11-12 have 
been amended. No claims have been canceled or added. Therefore, claims 1-5 and 1 1-14 are 
pending and submitted for reconsideration. 

The courtesy extended by Examiner Parsley during the Interview held on April 3, 
2006. The attached Interview Summary provides a proper recordation of the substance of the 
interview. 

Claims 1,3-5 and 1 1-12 are rejected xmder 35 U.S. C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent No. 6,338,500 ("Perotto"). Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Perotto. Claims 13-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Perotto in view of U.S. Patent No. 4,758,287 ("Pietz"). 

Independent claims 1 and 12 have been amended at the suggestion of Examiner 
Parsley. Claim 1 prescribes that "a first end of the electrode is flush with a surface of the 
header;" while claim 12 states that "the plasma generating agent is thin and plate-shaped." 
Reconsideration and v^thdrawal of the rejections are respectfully requested. 

Claims 2-5, 1 1 and 13-14 depend from claim 1 or claim 12 and are allowable 
therewith, for at least the reasons set forth above, without regard to the further patentable 
subject matter set forth in these dependent claims. 

Favorable reconsideration of the application, as amended, is respectfully requested.
